Firſt, He Burning of the City of London, in the Yeer 1666; by which the Pa- 
piſts ( by Plunder in the time of the Fire ) got 130001. declaro, which 
they brought into their Treaſury, for carrying on of their Satanical De- 
ſigns; the Truth of which is proved by that moſt worthy and deſerving 

perſon Dr. Tits Oates, to whom, and to Sir Willem Waller, next under God, aad our 

King, we owe our Deliveranccs 

Secondly, The Burning of Southwark,, by which the Papiſts got, in the ſame way as be- 
fore, 3000 /. to bring into their ibaa aS 1s alſo proved by Dr. Oates ; whoſe Evi- 
dence ſtands authentick and un-impeached, maugre the Attempts of the wicked Churci: 

of Rome, and their Adherents, for the invalidating of it. R 

Thirdly, The Burning of St. Katherines by the Paps/ts, is proved by that Faithful Ser- 
vant to his King and Countrey, Capt. Bedloe ; and all theſe are perpetrated by them, as 
previous, and in order to their Grand and Helliſh Conſpiracy. 

Fourthly, The Murder of the King, the Introducing of Popery, and Arbitrary Ge- 
vernment ; and conſequently the Maſlacring of ( at leaſt ) the Chief and Heads of the

which re alſo ſeconded by rhe Judgment of two ſeveral Parliaments, who after Hearing 
of Witneſſes, Voted their full fatisfaQtion of the Truth of theſe Infernal Popiſh Plots; 


And however Parliaments may be miſtaken in other things, thoſe that know the _

Firſt, By Barbarouſly Murdetimg of Sir Edmiondbury Godfrey, becanſe, hejhaving taken

Ninthly, The endeavours of Mr. Fenniſors Friends to bring him to deny what: he hath 
diſcovered Concerning the Popsfh Pler, 'appears by the ſeveral Letters 'Writ to him by his 
Brothecr'the Jeſuit, and others, which are recited in Mr. Fenmſons Narrative. 
: Tearhly, Their preſent Conſpiracy for Maſlacring, and ( to enrich themſelves) Plun- 
dering the City of London, is the Maſtet Piece of their Father the Devil; but yet wherein 
they Glory moſt God is above them, iantt though they will-not'ſee, he will make them ſee, 
and be aſhamed of their Malice and Hatred againſt his People: TRY 
Their drawing in a few Ignorant, Debauched Apprentices to colour their Miſchievons 
Devices,-ſhew more the Malice and Haryed of their Hearts, than ſtrength of their Brains, 
fort there may be ſome leud Fellows amongſt them, there cannot be enough to do their 
abominable drugery,they being in the general of tober education,and as we at leaſt haters of 
their damnable Intentions, and their Policy in giving their preſent Contrivence the name of 
tnc Apprentices Plot, is eaſily ſeen through hope, For. 


Firſt, They do it,to keep the odium of it off themſelves,and according totheir uſual Pra- - 
Ctice, to thruſt it upon the Proteſtants; as had the Gunpowder-Plot taken effect, they were in 
thoſe days, provided of St. Omer-like Witneſſes, to have proved that they did it in their 
own defence, to prevent a Maſſacre of them, which was intended by the Proteſtants - as alſo 
the Papiſts at thisday are ſo Impudear, that I have heard ſome of them affirm, that the Maſ- 
facre in Zreland, was a Maſtacre of them by the Prozeſtants; and not of the Proteſtants by the 
Papiſts, and ſurely never any Heathens, or Infidels, made Lies their Refuge like tothe Pa-

Secondly, knowing that Popery cannot be brought into England, where the light of . the 
Goſpel ſhines ſo clear, without Arbitragy Government, and that cannot be introduced 
without ruining of the City, they call thg' Mot after the Name of the Apprentices , to 
this end, that when they have deſtroyed the King, they may make the Government of the 
City, not being able to keep the Citizens in peace, a pretence for taking away the Charter 
of 1t, and thence to rule it for the future by a Governor, with a Garriſon, after their 
own will and pleaſure, which would be a more effectual way for deſtroying of London, 
than the burning of it ; for the loſs by Fire, may be recovered by Trade, but the loſs of 
Trade, by the lots of Liberty is irreparable, and this Plot, like the reſt, appears by ex- 
2mination, to have been forged in the Tower, and carried on by the Lords that are Pri- 
ſoners air. 

Eleventhly, The Papiſts Ilate,moſt inkumane,bruitiſh,and worſe than Beaſtly uſage of Mr. 
Arnold, inthe many wounds they moſt cruelly and maliciouſly gave him , beſide Butcher- 
like cutting of his Throat with a Knife; after they had by men employed to that purpoſe, 
xnocked him down in a by Lanc, at 10a Clock at Night, to prevgnt his Information the 
next Day againſt them, is another demonſtration of their murtherous and bloody Princi- 
c}ples; and the miraculous eſcape and recovery of this Gentleman , ought to be reckoned 
with the reſt of the merciful Providences of God towards us, and as an earneſt of his 
{pecial protection, and thar he who hath delivered us, will ſtill deliver us, as alſo a warn-- 
117 to us, tohave a watchtfi! Eyc upon the Papiſts, whoſe Mercies are Cruelties. 

The Burning of the Temple, the ſeveral Fires in London, the _ Three or Four years 
ao for burning the Market Towns in Harefordſhire ; Durance endeavouring ſubornation 
ot perjury againſt Sr. Xeb.P.cz:07, T omit it, as not being ſo Authentickly proved as the 
reit, though under violent preſumption, that they all derive their Original from one and 
the ſame Fountain, the whifling jufignificant Caſtlemasrn, 2nd the reſt of the Papiſts. 
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And now upon the whole it niay be obſerved ; Firſt, that theſe ſeveral ſubotnations 
'of Perjarie, with the other contrivances plotted againſt the Blood, Life, and Eſtates of 
the Innocents, in Fathering High Treaſon upon them, are clear demonſtrations of guilt in 
the Papiſts, as to all theſe Plots, for that it cannot reaſonably be juppoſed that faultleſs 
-perſons, eſpecially of their quality, would intereſt themſelves in ſach wicked, odious, 
and difgracetul defigns, as the worſt and meaneſt of mortal Men would abhor. 

Secondly, That the affaulting the fidelity of the Kings Evidence with temptations of 
great rewards (which they rejected) isa full proof, Firſt, of the integrity of the Evidence. 
Secondly, that the Papiſts know nothing to invalid their Teſtimony by ; otherwiſe, they 
would not have h2d recourſe to the diſhonourable way of Bribery. And thirdly, Thar 
the Reproaches the Papiſts endeavour to caſt upon them, are not to be believed, proceed- 
ing from malicious and implacable Enemies, deſtitute of all Honour or Honeſty, whoſe 
A practiſes are but according to the Doctrine of their Church towards any that 
oppoſe them. 

r hirdly, That the-Papiſts Induftry in CN to Father one Plot after 
another upon the Proteſtants, wherein they have till been detected, is a ſufficient Teſti- 


mony of the Innocency and Loyalty of the Proteſtants, and of the Sordid, Deviliſhand 
inhumane Deſigns of the Papilts. 

And Fourthly, If after His Majeſties Proclamations , declaring the Damnableneſs of 
the Popiſh Plots, His appointing upon the occaſion of them , a Day of Faſting and Pray- 
ing, and two ſeveral Parliaments agreeing with the King in Voting the ſame, any ſhall 
dare to Queſtion the Truth of them, they ought, and may with great reaſon, be 
judged private, if they are not publick profeſſed Papjſts, or men void of Common 


Senice and Reaſon.
